WASHINGTON (Reuter). — Pre- 
sident Richard Nixon js highly sa- 
tisfied with his Iceland summit 
meeting with President Georges 
Pompidou and it appears to have 
brought slightly closer ‘his hopes 
for ἃ new “Atlantic Charter.” 
Mr. Nixon returned to Washing- 
ton on Friday night beleving he 
had secured Mr. Pompidou’s agree- 
ment for international talks later 
this year on such a charter. 
President Nixon’s ma'ional eecu- 
rity affaire adviser Henry Kissinger 
told reporters that a spokesman 
for President Pompidou “was mot 
well informed” when he reported 
after the summit that the French 
had made no agreement to take 
part in further talks to be followed 


by a U.S.-European conference of 
deputy foreign ministers. 

Dr. Kissinger said President 
‘Nixon “achieved what we set out 
to do” and France agreéd to ἃ pro- 
cedure that was essentially what 
the U.S. had recommended. 

Mr, Nixon would like the signing 
of a new Atlantic charter to take 


the crowning point 
visit to Europe in October or No- 
vember this year.
